Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative presented the reason as to why one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to combine the above two references. Applicant's representative pointed 
out that since Cobb uses the adhesive layer having diffusive properties with multilayer reflective polarizer and 
Kameyama uses a circular polarizer one would not be motivated to use the adhesive layer of Cobb in Kameyama. The 
examiner disagreed with applicant's representative and notified that both of the references are in the same field of 
endeavor and more specifically related to polarizers and since Kameyama also discloses the use of linear polarizers as 
needed and Cobb teaches advantages for using adhesive layer with diffusive properties one of ordinary skill in the art 
would be motivated to combine. Further the examiner also notified applicant's representative that the examiner will 
further review the references considering his argument.
